GOOD FOR CANADA. 
The United States can t>fiord to pay 
cfi' the debt of Canada as a testimony of 
gratitude for enacting a law by which 
the dominion will soon cease to be a 
refuge for the thieves of this country, 
The passage of Dr. Weldon’s bill by the 
house of commons makes it certain that 
this fleeing to Canada will come to an 
end. 
The provisions of the bill are that 
thieves, boodlers, aid embezzlers, and 
all bank or corporation e my Icy es guilty 
of fiaud will be fceldbyCeneda subject 
to call from this country (as well as all 
others,) the only condition being that 
the goviri.ment to which the offender is 
surrendered must give a guarantee that 
he will be tried only for the offense for 
which be is extradited. 
Tnere is some regret expressed that 
the bill is not retrospective iu its charac­ 
ter. 
But there were strong grounds for 
striking that clause out of the bill, and 
on the whole, of course, it is better that 
it was done. 
It is true that there are 
many rascals in Canada who should be 
in some penitentiary in the United States, 
but tbs wisdom of getting them by a ret­ 
rospective act was doubtful policy by the 
Canadian house of 
commons, 
and 
so] 
it 
d ii 
a 
thing 
good 
enogh 
to 
pass 
the 
Weldon 
bill. The United States will greatly 
profit by this measure. There will not 
be the inducements hereafter for persons 
to commit crime and trust to finding a 
haven of refuge in Canada. The very 
fact that the dominion was suoh a safe 
retreat for boodleis, embezzlers, and 
bank defaulters, has rather encouraged 
these crimes in the United States. 
On 
this enbject the Chicago Tribune makes 
these pertinent remarks: 
“Canada will 
not get rid of those sbe bason hand, but 
she will have the happiness of knowing 
that their number will not bs increased, 
and that for the future aho will be free 
from any further mminal accession to 
her population. As a Roland for her 
Oliver the United States will be bound 
in honor next winter, if no extradition 
treaty can be Bifanged, to reciprocate 
by the passage of a bill in similar terms, 
authorizing the Canadians to reclaim 
any of their criminals who shall seek a 
refuge here. 
We must give Them ae 
good as they have given us and in as full 
measure. This is one article vt exchange 
in which the United States should and 
will be willing to have absolute, unre­ 
stricted, and everlasting reciprocity.” 


Captain Hamilton Murrell, the gallant 
rescuer of the Danmark's passengers, de­ 
serves all the high praise whioh be is re­ 
ceiving. A young man to command an 
ocean steamer, he baa an eld bead upon 
his shoulders. His coolness and self- 
possession were displayed most conspio - 
uously when he directed the transfer of 
the passengers and crew from the sink­ 
ing ship to hts own decks* There was a

to pieces. Captain Murrell, standing on 
the bridge of his steamer and smoking a 
cigar, without apparent concern or anx­ 
iety for the safety of the 738 Scandina­ 
vians, supervised the operation as quiet­ 
ly as he would have shipped a oargo of 
freight at a Philadelphia wharf. With 
ready invention, he devised an expedient 
by

boat's 
load 
was 
transferred without difficulty or danger. 
A life raft was attached to the Dan­ 
mark and another to the Missouri, and 
the boats plied between the two. The 
passengers were lowered to the first raftf 
taken off without risk, lsnded on the 
second raft, and hoisted on board the 
Missouri at the convenience of those who 
were manning the ropes. It was an ad­ 
mirably arranged ferry from one vessel 
to the other, and with a high wind 
aud heavy seas was operated so success­ 
fully that not a life was lost. When the 
transfer was completed Captain Murrell 
cast overboard his cargo BDd devoted 
himself with untiring energy and fidelity 
to ministering to the comfort of the hun­ 
dreds of passengers committed to his 
oars. It is not strange that every emi­ 
grant blessed him on his vessel, and that 
tho women hung about him, eager to kiss 
his hands.

Paralysis Suddenly Deprive* the In tan 
H istorian of His L ife—Sketch of 
His Career—Other Death*. 


W a u k e g a n , IIL, April 2 6 .—Elijah M. 
Haines, tho well-known politician, member 
of tho Legislature, and Indian historian, 
died at his residence here at 5 o’clock 
Thursday morning. 
His death was caused 
by paralysis. 


Elijah M. Haines was born in Oneida 
county, New York. 
He was a farmer’s 
boy, and his father died when Elijah was 
6 years of age. 
For five years after this 
Elijah lived with a neighboring farmer. 
In 1835 Elijah, with his brother, John 
C., came West, and the two reached Chi­ 
cago in May of that year. 
There were 
only 500 people there at tho time, and most 
of these were Indian traders. 
Elijah did 
not stay in Chicago long, and after a short 
time spent in Joliet he moved to what is 
now Lake county, Illinois, and began life 
again on a farm. 
Elijah M. Haines was a youth of spirit, 
and despite the fact that there were no 
schools in the country and that he had to 
work hard to support his mother, he found 
time to learn Latin and German and also to 
become proficient in the art of surveying. 
Young Haines determined to study law 
and was admitted to tho bar in 1851 and in 
1860 opened a law office In Chicago. 
Ho 
kept his residence in Waukegan, however. 
It was in 1855 that Mr. Haines completed 
a compilation of the laws of Illinois re­ 
lating to township organization, and tho 
work so attracted the members of the 
Legislature that tho public officers in each 
township were supplied with a copy. 
He 
also prepared similar compilations for sev­ 
eral western States. 
He prepared a treat­ 
ise on “Tho 
Powers 
and 
Duties of 
Justices of tho Peace,” which is at present 
a standard authority. 
Mr. Haines was a man of the most inde­ 
pendent character, and spoke his mind 
whenever he had occasion to, and when he 
entered politics he asserted himself, so that 
he wa9 always a notable figure. 
Tho slav 
cry question drove him from the Demo­ 
cratic party to the Republican. 
In 1859, 
1861, and 1863 he represented Lake county 
in the Legislature. 
He commenced to agi­ 
tato the anti monopoly question in 1867, 
and two years later was elected to the con­ 
stitutional convention as an independent 
and anti-monopoly candidate, defeating 
the Republican nominee by about HOO ma­ 
jority in a county which usually gave that 
party 1,500. 
In the constitutional con­ 
vention there were eighty-five members, 
and the Republicans had but one ma­ 
jority, so 
that Mr. Haines held tho 
balance of power, as he did in 1885 
during tho contest in the Legislature for 
the speakership and tho United States Sen­ 
atorship. 
Upon both occasions ho acted 
independently, in one case being greatly 
instrumental in shaping the anti-monopoly 
element in the State constitution, and in 
the other being a power In the choice of a 
Senator. 
Mr. Haines was re-elected to the 
Legislature in 1870 and 1874, representing 
during tho latter year, and under tho ap­ 
portionment of tho new constitution, the 
counties of Lake and McHenry. 
At the 
session of 1875 
came the contest for 
speaker of the House. 
The independents 
again held the balance of power, and Mr. 
Haines was elected speaker. 
He was re­ 
elected in 1882 and 1884, serving again as 
speaker of tho House at the session of 
1885. 
Mr. Haines was a member of the present 
Legislature.

■ was formally and with great pomp and 
ceremony consecrated tho bishop of the 
' diocese of Fond du Lac. 
Over fifteen 
hundred people crowded tho cathedral and 
nearly as many more stood outside. 
Tho 
cathedral choristers were reinforced by 
about forty of tho choir boys from All- 
Saints’ cathedral, Milwaukee, 
and tho 
effect 
of tho many voices, 
low and 
faint at first while the singers wero outside 
the cathedral, but swelling into a grand 
triumphant bur.-d of melody as they en­ 
tered singing the i recessional hymn, was 
indescribatly tine. 
As the clergy and 
choristers passed the altar, which was 
beautifully decked with flowers and festi­ 
val vestings, all bowed in reverence anil 
passed to their stalls, where they knelt in 
silent prayer. 
Then the introit “Judica 
Me Deus” was chanted, and then followed 
the celebration of the holy communion, 
Bishop McLaron of Chicago being tho 
celebrant, Bi>hop Seymour of Springfield 
the epistoler, and Bishop K nicker backer of 
Indiana tho gospeler. 
The service was a full choral one, tho 
music being Cruikshank’s mass iu E flat 
The “Kyrie Eielson” and “Gloria Tibi” 
were followed by the chanting of tho 
Niceno creed, after which came the sermon, 
preached by Bishop Burgess of Quincy. 
U pon the conclusion of tho sermon a hymn 
was sung, and then with one presenting 
bishop on either side Bishop-elect Grafton, 
who was vested simply with his rochet, was 
presented to the presiding bishop, who 
thereupon demanded the testimonials, and 
those 
of 
the 
council, 
the 
assents 
of

standing committees 
of 
the 
several 
dioceses, 
tho assent! 
of 
the 
bishops, certified by tho presiding bishop 
to tho cousecrators, wero accordingly road. 
This was followed by the [chanting of tho 
litany by tho presiding bishop and tho 
choir, after which came the examination. 
The attending presbyters then rol*ed the 
bishop elect in his chimere. 
Then, all 
kneeling, tho “Veni Creator Spiritus” was 
sung antiphonally by tho presiding bishops 
and tho choir, and immediately after came 
the imposition of hands by which the 
apostolic succession was conferred. 
The newly created bishop of Fond du 
Lac was then pi evented with his pastoral 
staff, and, preceded by his staff bearer and 
followed by the presiding bishops, was con­ 
ducted to tho Episcopal throne, after which 
“Te Deum Laudamus,” was sung. 
Then 
came tho offertory anthem, tho “Sursum 
Gorda,” and the “Sancta* Benedictus Qui 
Venit,” and “Agnus Dei” of Cruikshank’s 
mass followed. 
Tho Ix>rd s prayer was 
then chanted, followed by tho “Gloria 
in Excelsis” and tho singing of tho letters

line. There is one group 
of seven or 
eight animals that is seen every summei 
on the very top of Shackuaty mountain 
southwest of 
Cortez. An old stallion 
is the kingpin of the herd. 
He is essen 
tially a polygamous brute, as nothing but 
mares are ever seen In his conipany, and 
he is said to guard them with a fatherly 
Qare. Last summer some of the cowboy! 
out in that section gave chase to the band 
for two or three days.

No Sunday Freights on the Grand Trunk. 
M o n t r e a l, 
Que., April 26.—General 
Manager Hickson of the Grand Trunk 
railway has ordered that no freight trains, 
except those carrying live stock and per­ 
ishable goods, be run on Sunday.

G u t h r ie , Oklahoma, April 2(5.—A suc­ 
cessful step toward a form of organization, 
the arrival of some freight and baggage, 
the development of a fairly good well, and 
twenty-four hours of moderate weather 
have impressed a semblance of sanity upon 
this crazy, crowded camp. 
The flight con­ 
tinues, but tho influx does not abate. 
It is a mockery of the truth to say that 
everything is moving in a satisfactory 
manner, without friction, aud that the in­ 
coming settlers are cheerful. 
A more uni­ 
versal howl of indignation was never raised. 
Loss harmony short of bloc ly rioting is 
inconceivable. 
Moro dissatisfaction could 
not bo felt by a horde of people robbed 
and cheated by those they intrusted to 
guard their rights. 
The honest settler got 
nothing. 
Railway company lieutenants, 
Needles and his deputies, the soldier of the 
regular army, the Topeka syndicao *, and 
u favored crowd of Santa Fe and tedcfal 
attaches have grabbed everything. 
All 
the town sites an I choice claims woro taken 
by them iii tho forenoon. 
There has been, and tbero still is, some 
doep chicanery in practice, 
which tho 
courts must correct if a peaceful common­ 
wealth is wanted in Oklahoma. 
The courts 
will lie given tho opportunity to do their 
duty, as nearly every gobbled claim has its 
claimant who did not enter tho Territory 
until 12 o’clock. 
Many honest settlers 
have driven stakes upon lots and quarter- 
sections taken by tho deputies and rail­ 
roaders. 
Your correspondent has made 
repeated efforts to find Needles, but that 
gentleman seems 
to have disappeared. 
One of his men said, 
however, 
that the 
deputies had never been sworn in, but 
were personal employes of tho marshal and 
not federal officers. 
Such a ruse to beat 
tho law will hardly lie permitted to pass. 
Signs of Progreso 
A marked improvement has corno over 
tho aspect of Guthrie in the last twenty- 
four hours. 
Everything is moving rapidly 
toward an intelligent and peaceful settle­ 
ment. 
W ater of fair quality is obtainable 
free, and tho resumption of reasonably 
regular traffic on tho railroad has brought 
in 
supplies. 
Tweuty houses 
built 
in 
Chicago and shipped hero in sections are 
up. 
A thousand tents are standing 
A 
strong Samaritanism makes tho necessities 
of life common property. 
Thoro is shelter 
now for all who want it, and tho cautious 
thousands who prefer to sleep on the turf 
of their town lots have blankets. 
Town 
meetings are in perpetual session. 
A com­ 
mittee of fifty-one, comprising one from 
each State represented, has the community 
well in hand. 
The committeemen are all 
business men, who never saw each other 
before, and they aro working well. 
A police judge and town marshal have 
boon appointed, who order out tho shell- 
workers, thieves, and other bad characters 
wherever found. 
The trains still bring 
hundreds and there are among these late 
arrivals many gamblers, sports, and bad 
people generally. 
There are no saloons, 
but some bootleg dealers are plying a moon­ 
shine trade.

C it y , Kan., April 20.—Tho 
refugees who left Oklahoma and have taken 
up quarters In the Cherokee outlot are to 
•be driven from their present stopping 
places. 
Orders to that effect have been 
issued by Gen. Merritt, and Capt. 
Hayes 
expects to carry them oat in a day or two. 
: There aro now fully two hundred families 
camped in w agons along tho line which di­ 
vides the outlet from Oklahoma 
and 
stretched along for miles this side of it. 
Nearly all of them are in a condition 
of 
poverty, and but few have the means and 
less the disposition to move on. 
Nearly all 
of them express the determination to re­ 
main in the strip until that country is 
opened to settlem ent. 
Capt. 
Hayes will 
carry out tho orders of Gen. M erritt, and a 
great deal of suffering, if not actual blood­ 
shed, is feared in consequence. 
Another danger which threatens these 
unfortunate settlers is tho probable rising 
of the Ponca Indians, on whose reservation 
most of them are located. 
It is understood 
here that the Poncas held a war dance 
night before last and resolved to dig up the 
hatchet in case their lands are encroached 
upon. 
Tho Ponca braves are not numer­ 
ous, but very well armed. 
The settlers are 
not defenseless, aa nearly overy man in the 
outfit carries a nile and revolvers. 
It is 
possible that the troops may be called 
upon to defend tho settlers from tho In­ 
dians, or the Indians from the settlers, be­ 
fore tho trouble is ended.

Springfield, 
111., April 20.—In the 
Senate Thursday Senator Fuller’s bill pro­ 
hibiting the sale of “ butter, cheese, flour, 
sugar, spices, or other areoles calculated 
or intended to be used as food, which shall 
be adulteiated or mixed with any foreign 
or deleterious substance not necessary in 
the manufacture of such article, or render­ 
ing the same in any degree impure or un­ 
wholesome,” was passed by a vote of 33 
ayes to 3 noes. 
The Senate general appropriation bill 
was reported from*the House with amend­ 
ments. 
The Senate refused to concur in 
the House amendments by a vote 35 to 20. 
The vote was reconsidered by which the 
Senate Wednesday failed to pass the bill 
appropriating £20,000 a year for the ex­ 
penses of the Illinois and Michigan canal, 
and the bill was passed by a vote of 27 to 
13. 
A message from the Governor announced 
the appointment of the following canal 
commissioners: 
John .Ames of La Salle 
county, Louis Ilutt of Cook county, and 
Clarence E. Snively of Cook county. 
Senator Fuller introduced the following 
resolution, which was unanimously adopted 
by a rising vote: 
“ Whereas, Tho State has just learned 
with sorrow of tho death of Hon. 
E. 
M. 
Haines, a Representative of tho General 
Assembly from tho Eighth district; there­ 
fore, 
“ Resolved, That we recognize his em i­ 
nent services to his district and the State in 
the past, and deplore the loss of such ser­ 
vices for the future.

“ Resolved, That we tender to his family 
and friends our sincere condolence and 
sympathy in their great loss.

The tax payer persisted that the fence 
was not a political one; that it was a line 
fence and he and his neighbor wanted the 
aldermen to settle what part each piece 
of adjoining property should maintain. 
“ That’s right,” said an attorney who 
happened in just then. “ According to 
an old law any dispute about partition 
fences or walls may bs left to the ward 
aldermen in their capacity as'fence view­ 
ers.’ 
And the aldermen, after listening to 
the explan ation, went out meekly and 
followed the tax payer to the fence that 
had caused all the trouble.
